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BRILL'S DISEHASE (TYPHUS 
FEVER) IS ON INCREASE 


Shall We Have A Repetition of 
the Scourge of 1083? 


Coffee County this year has had 
24 cases of Brill’s Disease already. 
This entails a lot of sickness, time 
lost, and money lost, Say, for 
instance, each case will lose on 
an average of six weeks of time. 
This is conservative, for some will 
lose 12 weeks time, This time is 
especially valuable during the cot- 
ton and peanut picking’ season, 
Taking the six weeks as a basis 
for figuring, this would make 144 
weeks, or 2.7 years time, lost by 
the people of Coffee County by 
one year’s plague of Brill's Dis- 
sase, Say that the average earn- 
ings of a man is $2.00 per day. 
At that rate, 1,008 days would 
total a sum of $2,016 lost by Cof- 
fee County so far this year. Fig- 
uring the doctor bill as $20 to $40 
for the entire illness, multiply 
this'by 24 and we have anywhere 
from $480 to $960 per year extra, 
The grand total of loss for Coffee 
County this year due to Brill's 
Disease is nearly $3,000. 

The aches, pains ®nd chills ac- 
companying this disease are far 
from pleasant, What can we do 
about it? We can do a lot to 
practically obliterate this loss of 
time, money, and suffering. Look- 
ing backward to the years 1933 
and 1984, and studying the facts 
and conditions existing then, we 
can apply them to 1937 and 1938. 
At the period previously referred 
to, that is about four years ago, 
we had 98 cases during a 12-month 
period. The W. P. A. at that time 
carried on a rat extermination pro- 
gram. Two years following, the 
number of cases dropped down to 


10. Last year we only had 12 
cases of Brill’s Disease in our 
county. ‘This year, to date, the 


number has doubled, 

What will it be in 1988? At 
least 50 cases can be expected for 
the year 19388. That will be a 
loss of $5,000 or more to our 
county. The W. P. A, has again 
offered us money to put on a rat 
extermination program, which is 
desperately needed, What we need 
is public sentiment sufficient to 
temporarily release enough men 
from our regular W. P, A. payroll 
to carry out this program. 

The money is ready for us; the 
danger of another scourge of 
Brill’s Disease in 1988 is great. 
Let's get busy and put on a rat 
control program this fall and pre- 
vent another epidemic of Brill’s 
Disease, which may come in 1938 
if nothing is done to prevent it.

HEALTH BOOTH AT FAIR 


This past month the Health De- 
partment of Coffee County spon- 
sored a health booth at the Coun- 
ty Fair during the week of Octo- 
ber 18th through October 23rd, 
realizing that education through 
vision is one of the greatest ways 
to enlighten the public. An ex- 
hibit at the Fair would be observ- 
ed by all types of individuals from 
the various sections of the county. 
Ideas given would be carried to 
the different homes in the com- 
munity. Some of the exhibits are 
listed and a description of each 
is given below: 

Exhibit No. 1 was showing the 
importance of Diphtheria Toxoid, 
a square crib made of 28 slats, 2 
inches in width, 1% feet in height 
and each slat was marked, such 
as Sunshine, Cod Liver Oil, Vac- 
cination, Cereals, Fresh Air, Clean 
Teeth, Pure Milk, Orange Juice. 
Fruits, Vegetables, Good Posture 
and Cleanliness. 

A Shirley Temple doll was plac- 
ed inside of this fence and the 
slat for Diphtheria Toxoid was 
left down, A fierce bull dog was 
placed at the entrarce of the 
fence where the Toxoid slat was 
off and the dog was marked 
“Diphtheria.” Around the top of 
this fence was printed these words: 
“Almost complete protection,” 
The child was holding a sign: 
“Don’t let Diphtheria through, 
close the gap in the fence with 
toxoid,” This exhibit was to show 
the importance of Diphtheria pre- 
vention by the giving of Diph- 
theria Toxoid. 

Exhibit No, 2 was the six health 
sisters. These sisters were made

MANY INTERESTING EVENTS 
ARE RECALLED BY VISITOR 


Mr, W. C, Ward, Tennille Route 
1, was a visitor to Biba last Wed- 
nesday and while here visited The 
Clipper and ordered the paper sent 
to him, Mr, Ward stated that 
this was his first, visit to The 
Clipper plant in more than thirty- 
five years, although he lives with- 
in little more than an hour's drive, 

Mr. Ward recalls some very in- 
teresting happenings in The Clip- 
per's younger days of existence, 
principally the paper's big “Red 
Days.” No doubt imany other 
readers will also remember those 
occasions when the paper held big 
“drawings” and each and every 
subscriber received a prize of some 
kind, There were thousands of 
visitors in Elba for the drawings 
and prizes ranged from collar but- 
tons to young Tennessee mules, 
Organs, wagons, buggies, stoves, 
sewing machines, furniture, ete., 
also featured in the prize lists, 
The paper enjoyed a circulation 
throughout five or six counties 
during the time that these big 
“Red Days” were observed, The 
government finally passed lottery 


laws, so the enterprise had to 
be abandoned. 
Mr. Ward also remembers the 


day when the first train came to 
Plba over the newly constructed 
railroad, At least the train came 
to Pea River, but no farther. The 
bridge had not been completed, 
That was a great day in Elba's 
history. Then, too, the showman 
who walked a tight wire across 
Pea River where the concrete 
bridge now stands, the biggest and 
most daring act ever attempted in 
these parts up to that time. No- 
body thought he could do it, but 
he did, Those were great events 
and we are wondering just how 
many Clipper readers remember 
them?

years ago it was thought that 


}cotton seed were not worth haul 


ingy home and most farmers would 
dump them into the gullies around 
the gins, Later the pinners began 
to objeet when the farmers dump- 
ed the cotton seed too near the 
gin stand, as the odor was very 
clfensive, In those days no one 
realized the real value of the cot- 
ton seed as a fertilizer, Of course, 
they never dreamed that the com- 
mon cotton seed might be used or 
utilized for food purposes, Today 
we have hundreds of farmers who 
really think that a cane pummie 
is worthless, Some of them will 
haul cane pummies out in the field 
and dump them into a wash or 
gully, Many farmers allow the 
pummies to remain at the cane 
mill until they decay and waste 
away. We cannot hope to lift 
ourselves from our present finan- 
cial state until we learn the art 
of saving cane pummies along with 
the other products of the farm, 
A cane pummie is rich in sugar 
and not one of them should be 
wasted, Nothing grown on the 
farm is better for your cattle 
than your cane pummies, There 
are dairymen in Alabama who are 
buying beet pulp from the far 
West and using it as a feed for 
their milk cows. Some farmers 
buy beet pulp for mule feed and 
most al feed mills use a certain 
amount of beet pulp in many kinds 
of feed, There is not and never 
will be any kind of beet pulp which 
is better for your cow than your 
cane pummies, You have been 
wasting your cane pummies be- 
cause you did not know that there 
was a value to them and because 
you did not know how to save 
them, There is no question about 
the value of the cane pummie as 
a cow feed, so we might go di- 
rectly to the question of how we 
should save the cane pummie. I 
would suggest a few simple rules 
which any wide awake farmer 
might follow, The first thing to 
remember is to keep your cane 
pummies dry, Il*it rains on your 
pummies they are worthless as the 
pummie will sour and after it 
does sour the value is gone, The 
second thing to remember is that 
your cane pummies must not go 
through a heat. If they go thru 
a heat they will lose all food value. 


jIf you will keep the pummies dry 


|used with cottonseed 
}you feed the cut pummies you 


and keep them scattered they will 
not go through a heat. It makes 
little difference as to how you 
store your pummies if you keep 
them dry and keep them from go- 
ing through a heat. An old out- 
house might be used to store your 
pummies in, I would suggest that 
you put up racks across the room 
and that you pile the pummies on 
these racks, After the racks are 
about full you should build other 
racks and continue to pile in the 
pummeis until the room is filled, 
A common feed cutter 
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in barrels for the cows and mules, 
If you put it up in buekets you 
will not feed it to your livestock, 
We often think that it is best to 
put it in buekets as we ean eat 
it or feed it, but when it goes into 
buckets the livestock never taste 
it I think it best to be very 
careful with the syrup we expect 
to use on the table. We can se: 
lect the very best cane grown, 
we can take all reasonable pains 
in grinding it and we can do our 
dead level best in) making the 
syrup, After this has been done 
Wwe can speed up the mill and the 
cooking and dump it into a barrel 
for the livestock, The old cow 
will appreciate what she gets if 
it is bright or dark. She will not 
turn it down if it is too thick or 
too thin, If the livestock are able 
to get a little syrup they will ap- 
preciate it just lots and will pay 
you many times for it, Now is 
the time to make and store the 
Syrup for the livestock and I'm 
hoping that every farmer will put 
up an ample supply for the ilive-

MOST CARRY-OVER COTTON 
FOUND TO BE TENDERABLE 
AUBURN, Ala. —A survey by 

the Bureau of Agricultural Econ- 

omics shows that the cotton car- 
ry-over is not excessively unten- 
derable or unspinable as has been 
reported. 

The Bureau inquired into the 

carry-over records for the 1928-37 


decade, and found that the carrys| 


over did not include large quan- 
tities of “unspinable’” cotton or an 
excessive amount of untenderable 
cotton, It found that less than 
one per cent of upland cotton held 
over was of lower grade than the 
lowest of the established grades, 
and that only about 12 per cent 
was untenderable,

Then Scott and his four com- 
panions made the final dash for 
the pole, alone, harnessed to a 
sledge that weighed a thousand 
pounds. Day after day they slog- 
ged over fields of rough ice, each

Yet they did not complain. At 
the end of the cruelest journey 
ever undertaken by man lay vic- 
tory, lay the mysterious Pole, un-
